LIGHTNING STROKE 
PROVES FATAL TO 
MR. JOHN FARROW 

Inmate of Count) ludruiary Died Mon- 
day Night From Fractured Skull 
Received When Struck By Light- 
ulna- Saturday Afternoon. 

John Farrow, CO years of age, an 
Inmate of the County lntlrmary, died 
at that institution about « o'clock 
Monday evening from a fractured 
akull received when struck by bolt of 
lightning late Saturday afternoon 
while standing beside a telephone pole 
In the Infirmary lane. 

Shortly after Mr. Farrow was struck 
Dr. C. McGulre, the institution's phy- 
sician, examiued him and at that time 
the physician gave it as his opinion 
that the man had no chance to re- 
cover from the stroke. He was able 
to live through Sunday and Monday, 
however, at noon Monday Dr. McGuire 
said that the man was dying and that 
nothing could save him. 

It Is nothing short of miraculous 
that he was able to live as long as he 
did being injured as he was. The 
atroke of lightning tore his straw hat 
into small particles and the top of his 
head was crushed while the hair had 
been singed upon his heud. A colored 
man who was standing near him, was 
severely shocked but soon recovered. 

Mr. Farrow was a member of a well 
known Mason county family and had 
been an Inmate of the Infirmary for 
some time. He was a most likable man 
of large physique and an unusual con 
atltution. 

The body was removed to the home 
of Mrs. Sam Farrow In Front street 
and burial will be made at the old Far- 
row graveyard near Orangeburg at 10 
o'clock Wednesday.

Prof. J. J .Hooper, head of the De- 
partment of Dairying of Kentucky- 
State 1'nlversity. and Mr. E. M. Prew- 
ttt, cattle expert of the State Experi- 
ment Statiou, arrived In Maysvllle this 
morning and will spend the balance of 
the week In Mason county assisting 
Couty Agent George Kirk and Assist- 
ant County Agent John Hurst Adams 
in organizing Calf Cltfbs throughout 
the county. * 

It is hoped that the young farmers 
of Mason county can be interested in 
raising pure bred calves during this 
fall and winter and arrangements will 
probably be made for a big auction 
sale of the calves next spring In 
Maysvllle. It is the purpose of those 
at the head of the organization to have 
several organizations throughout the 
county similar to the Calf Club organ- 
ized here some time ago by the First- 
Standard Bank. 

Already several clubs of various 
kinds have been organized in the 
county through the efforts of Assistant 
County Agent John Hurst Adams, who 
has given practically all of his atten- 
tion this summer to Club Work. It is 
expected therefore, that the youngsters 
will understand the Club Idea and that 
little trouble will be experienced In 
getting many members to the new 
Calf Clubs.

Maysvllle Man Defeats Nearest Con- 
testant By Between Three and Flte 
Hundred Votes— Judge Blair 
Also Makes (Jains. / 

Late Incomplete and unofficial re- 
turns on the Republic congressional 
primary race In the Ninth Congres- 
sional District show Dr. W. S. Yazell 
of this city, a winner by from three to 
five hundred majority over his nearest 
contestant. Omer Barber, of Owlngs- 
ville, Bath county. 

Dr. Yazell made considerable gains 
over night in late returns from Car- 
ter. Bracken and Harrison counties 
swelling a lead he had taken over Bar- 
ber when the returns from Lewis 
county came In at the full count of 
that large Republican county. Nich- 
olas county also tightened Dr. Yazell's 
grip on first place in its late returns 
and a telephone message from Carter 
county last night giving the vote of 
that county showed that the Mason 
county man had quite u number of 
friends In that section. 

Returns from the mountain counties 
which were awaited Monday helped 
only to swell the vote of Judge Blair 
anflWyhe Bath county candidate lit- 
tle good. When It was learned here 
that Judge Blair had carried Rowan 
county, a neighboring county In which 
Harbcr was expected to make a big 
showing, it was almost certain that he 
had finished his big vote gains. 

Figures tabulated from the latest 
returns show Dr. Yazell leading Bar- 
ber by a majority of 488 votes which 
Barber cannot overcome In returns 
from the counties which are Incom- 
plete.

COMPLETE ENDORSEMENT 
OF WILSON'S LEAGUE 

(Jhen By Democratic Vice Presidential 
Nominee In Ills Acceptance Ad- 
dress Monday Afternoon. 

I Hyde Park, N. J., August 10. — The 
i prologue to one of the most engrossing 
presidential campaigns tn the history 
I of the Cnlted States was ended Mon- 
' day with the delivery by Franklin D. 
Roosevelt of his address accepting the 
Democratic nomination for the Vice 
j Presidency. 

Attired in a blue serge suit, lighted 
up by a cornflower and a pansy in his 
buttonhole, Mr. Roosevelt, who until 
I Friday was Assistant Secretary of the 
| Navy, told several thousand listeners 
I that the League of Nations was the 
| parkmount issue of the presidential 
campaign, according to the lights of 
the Democratic party. 

Mr. Roosevelt spoke from the ver- 
anda of "Springwood." hie Hyde Park 
home. He stood on a small rotunda 
supported by Doric pillars, colonial 
style. His manuscript rested on a 
music stand. On the veranda sat mem- 
bers of his family, friends and political 
associates. 

Mr. Roosevelt told his hearers that 
the country faced two problems, one 
Internal and one external. The noml 
nee rephrased and gave a new empha 
sia to all President Wilson's argu- 
ments for the League of Nations. He 
declared that a man who could see no 
reason for reform In the nation's Inter- 
national outlook necessarily should be 
u reactionary In affairs at home.

Covington Shows Healthy Gulu In Past 
Ten Years— Otlier Kentucky Towns

Washington, Aug. 10.— The popula- 
tion of Covington. ■Ky., Is 57,121, a gain 
of 3,811 compared with the 1910 popu- 
lation and a gain of 14,183 over the 
population of 1900, according to the 
census statistics announced by wards 
Monday. By wards the population of 
the city follows: First, 7,274; Second, 
5,805: Third, 6,805; Fourth, 7,411; 
Fifth, 14,691; Sixth, 15.015. 

Ludlow, Kenton county, increased In 
population 419 since 1910 and 1.248 
since 1900. Its population as an- 
nounced Is 4,682. 

Versailles showed a decrease of 201 
since 1910 and a decrease of 276 since 
1900. Its population is 2,061. 

Midway, Woodford county, showed a 
decrease of twenty-two in the last 
decade and 130 since 1900. Its popula-

Prof. J. J. Hooper, head of the De- 
partment of Dairying of the State Ex- 
periment Station, who is In Maysvllle 
todry made this statement: 

We wish to call attention to the big 
dairy cattle show to be held at the 
Blue Grass Fair, Lexlngtont the last 
week in August. 1500 is offered in 
premiums for Holsteins and $500 for 
Jerseys, and it is hoped that the en- 
tries will be so extensive that the 
Board of Directors will feel encour- 
aged to make the premiums total over 
a thousand dollars for each breed nesl 
year for the dairy. business in central 
Kentucky is fast expanding. 

Also premiums are offered for the 
cow that produces the greatest quan- 
tity of butter during three days of the 
fair. Every small breeder of dairy 
cattle In Central Kentucky should 
have one or two head of stock at Lex- 
ington, for this is a small man show. 
The fair encourages the showing of a 
few head from each farm for It ap- 
preciates that the business rests with 
the small breeder in this territory.

Just as the pilce of New York city

TOBACCO ACREAGE 

SHORT SAYS REPORT, 



Philadelphia. Pa. — Lying at anchor 
in the waters of the Delaware near 
I'ottys island is the German bark 
Keihersticg. which, though technically 
within enemy territory, defiantly files 
the fla gof the old Imperial German 
government. 

Its captain, Wllhelm Westphal, as- 
serts the red, blak and gold, the col- 
ors of the new Socialist government in 
his country, will never flag in the 
breezes from the masthead of his ship 
so long as he has anything to say 
about it. 

"Those vertical blocks of red, white 
and black stand for order, loyalty, and 
proud record of seamanship," he 
said, as he gazed at the flag overhead. 
"The new flag means chaos, hunger, 
and misery." 

The German ship Is loading a cargo 
of oil at the island, but It is taking on 
other cargo that Is far more precious 
than oil, or even than gold, to many In 
the "fatherland." This Is not being 
stored in the regular plare provided 
but in the quarters of e crew and in 
parts occupied by the sand bnlast 
when the vessel arrived here. 

This extra cargo consists of food, 
clothing, and other necessities, and 
will make of It a veritable treasure 
<hip, members of the crew say, to hun- 
gry and ragged human beings In Ger- 
many.

BIG SALARY BOOST. 

Chicago, August 10. — The United 
States Railway Labor board today 
handed dow T n a decision increasing 
wages of the employees of the Ameri- 
can Railway Express company $30,- 
000,000 yearly. Eighty thousand men 
not provided for by the recent $600,- 
000,000 railway wage award are af- 
fected. 

The award is retroactive to May 1, 
1820, and amounts to 16 cents an hour. 
It will give messengers and other train 
service employes an increase of $38.40 
a mouth. a All other employees will 
receive an increase of $32.64.

The Maysville Telephone Company 
has arranged its new wage scale for 
telephone operators and has an- 
nounced It. So far as is known the new- 
scale is perfectly satisfactory to the 
present employees and no trouble will 
be anticipated. 

The new wage scale provides a wage 
of from $30 to $50 per month for local 
operators, night operators and long 
distance operators with a salary of $60 
per month for Chief Operators. The 
new operator will be 'started at a sal- 
ary of $30 and her salafy will be in- 
creased according to the length of 
time she remains employed by the 
company until she shall have reached 
the maximum salary of $50 per month. 

The old wage scale ran from $25 to 
$40 per month along the same basir, 
and Chief Operators, under the old 
scale, received a salary of $50 per 
month. 

Operators will be expected to work 
eight hours in twentyfour and will be 
given Sundays off under an arrange 

ment.

Hereafter all cattle, Including milk 
cows, either for uairy or breeding pur- 
poses, paeslng through the Bourbon 
Stockyards, must be subjected to the 
tuberculin test, *
